speech prepared for his depar­ 
tu re from Andrews Air Force 
Base ou tside Washing ton, said 
he hoped to retu rn from his 
nine-nation tou r with a b etter 
u nderstanding of Africa and to 
leav e b ehind “a b etter u nder­ 
standing of America.” 
Hu mphrey , accompanied b y 
his wife is du e to retu rn Jan. 10. 
The v ice president will head 
the American deleg ation at the 
inau g u ration of President Wil­ 
liam Tu b man of Lib eria Jan. 1 
and 2. Other memb ers of the in­

“We intend to make clear 
America’s commitment in Afri­ 
ca as in ou r own cou ntry to 
peacefu l dev elopment and hu ­ 
man opportu nity ,” Hu mphrey 
said in his statement.

A threat of b ig -power conflict 
in Sou theast Asia seems to b e 
g rowing , and if it g ets more se­ 
riou s it cou ld b ring ab ou t a new 
international conference. 
Sov iet and Red Chinese state­ 
ments predict escalation of the 
Vietnam war throu g h U.S. inv a­ 
sion of Laos and Camb odia, as 
il reflecting fear this will hap­ 
pen. The United States deplores 
u se of Camb odia b y the Viet 
Cong as sanctu ary from Ameri­ 
can pu rsu it. There are reports 
of a Commu nist b u ildu p and in­ 
creased activ ity in Laos. 
All this is familiar and omi­ 
nou s. 
The imminence of a hig -power 
showdown had mu ch to do with 
the conv ocation of an interna­ 
tional conference fiv e y ears ag o 
on the Laotian situ ation. 
It 
cou ld happen ag ain, perhaps 
this time inclu ding talks on the 
Vietnam stru g g le. 
The record indicates that the 
Laotian situ ation in the early 
6 0s was so dang erou s that a 
conference was the only safe 
way ou t. The alternativ e mig ht 


hav e b een a confrontation and 
ev en war among the b ig powers. 
A similar situ ation seems to b e 
b u ilding u p now. 
Thou g h ov ershadowed b y the 
mag nitu de of the Vietnam war 
to its east, Laos poses a smol­ 
dering dang er of escalation. Stu ­ 
dents of Sou theast Asian affairs 
specu late that Laos is so impor­ 
tant that if there had b een no 
war in Vietnam there su rely 
wou ld hav e b een one in the 
neig hb or state, possib ly more 
perilou s from the standpoint of 
international 
complications. 
Laos is a g ateway to Bu rma and 
Thailand and a potential key to 
mastery of all Sou theast Asia. 
In I9 6 0, said a later British 
parliamentary rev iew of Laos, 
“it was clear that the conflict 
cou ld easily assu me internation­ 
al dimensions and that decisiv e 
action mu st b e taken to av ert 
this dang er.” 
Laos demonstrated then that 
international action was possi­ 
b le, ev en thou g h the whole story 
of the major powers’ collab ora­ 
tion in Indochina was a stu dy in 
fru stration, and arrang ements 
to deal with the dang ers were so 


fu ll of holes as to b e nearly 
meaning less. 
Cb mmu nist desig ns on all of 
Indochina seemed clear at the 
time of the 1954 Genev a confer­ 
ence which partitioned Vietnam. 
Ho Chi 
Minh’s 
North Viet­ 
namese reg ime demanded rec­ 
og nition in Camb odia for the 
Commu nist-led “Free Khmer” 
forces and in Laos for the Neo 
Lao Hak Xat, political arm of 
the Pathet Lao forces. 
The Genev a ag reements re­ 
q u ired Ho’s Viet Minh to with­ 
draw from Laos. Pending settle­ 
ment, the Pathet Lao was su p­ 
posed to b e restricted to two 
northern prov inces, Phong SaJy 
and Sam Neu a. The United 
States and Sou th Vietnam did 
not sig n the ag reements. Hanoi 
did, on b ehalf of the Pathet Lao. 
The Commu nists chose to in­ 
terpret the ag reement as g iv ing 
them ex clu siv e control of the 
two prov inces. They ig nored a 
req u irement to g iv e free access 
there to the roy al g pv emment. 
There were clashes with roy al 
troops. By 1959, the situ ation 
was deteriorating rapidly .

fru strations in Neg ro g hettos 
will g o on, said Dr. T.M. Tom­ 
linson, u nless: 
-M assiv e fu nds, at least $20 
to $25 b illions, are made av ail­ 
ab le to comb at pov erty and oth­ 
er intolerab le liv ing conditions. 
He said this “wou ld not happen 
in an ejection y ear.” 
—White society demonstrates 
its “faith in the concept of Ne­ 
g ro eq u ality . Neg roes hav e lost 
faith. They no long er b eliev e 
thaft whites will allow them to 
take their place in this society 
reg ardless of what they mig ht 
do b y way of ‘prov ing them­ 
selv es.” 
—N e g r o e s are g iv en the 
chance to org anize arou nd eco­ 
nomic and political projects that 
allow aM Neg roes “to pu rsu e the 
constru ctiv e g oals of political 
and economic power.” 
Dr. Tomlinson, now with the 
Office of Economic Opportu ni­ 
ty in Washing ton, was teaching 
art the Univ ersity of California 
at Los Ang eles when the 
19 65 
Los Ang eles riot eru pted, and 
was a coinv estig ator soon after­ 
ward of its cau ses. 
That stu dy , plu s some from 
other riot tom cities, shows that 
many whites still entertain dan­ 
g erou s my ths, he told the Amer­ 
ican Association for the Ad­ 
v ancement of Science. 
The my ths, he said, are that 
few Neg roes take part in riots 
—that few sy mpathize with riot­ 
ers—that most Neg roes reg ard 
riots as haphazard and mean­ 
ing less—that 
Neg roes 
ex pect 
and are afraid of white retali­ 


ation and a worsening of inter­ 
race relationships. 
The Los Ang eles riot in Watts 
“had the pu rpose of letting the 
whites k no w ‘how it is’ for 
Neg roes,” Dr. Tomlinson said. 
It “took the lid off b y dtsin- 
hib iting a riot response to the 
conditions of Neg ro l i f e that 
had alway s ex isted,” and riots 
now “hav e assu med the shape 
of a popu lar mov ement.” 
“There are no deterrents su f­ 
ficient to ex pu ng e the ou trag e 
that g iv es b irth to Neg ro v io­ 


lence, ex cept their own fear, 
and that comes after the fact,” 
Dr. Tomlinson said. 
Riots hav e ex ploded where 
they weren’t ex pected—as in 
Detroit with “relativ ely hig h 
Neg ro employ ment and wag e 
rates”—indicating that “what is 
u nacceptab le ab ou t Neg ro life 
does not v ary mu ch from city to 
city , and the differences m Ne­ 
g ro life from dty to city are ir 
relev ant. The u nify ing featu re is 
the 
consensu s 
that 
Neg roes 
hav e b een missed b y whites.”

Sorrowfully , we p redict more bloodshed at 
distant p oints around the g lobe. Frwn this flow 
of blood will come revived realization of the fu­ 
tility of this method of p roblem solving . 
*010 iminracticality , utter uselessness and bar­ 
barism of war are not enoug h to stem the tide 
of human emotions that lead to bloodshed. Per­ 
hap s someday mankind will deserve to be 
called civilized. 
Our hop e fw p eu^e in the world and full coop ­ 
eration among nations cannot be realized in 
1968; but many p hases of tiie dream could be 
p laced in motion. 
The dig nity and g oodness of humanity aren’t 
dead, only hibernating . We hop e 1968 is the 
y ear of a g reet awakening . 
We stand ready to be accused of p lacing our 
asp irations on a hig h p lane. 
We could even be charg ed with p romoting 
idealism, p erhap s do-g oodism. 
Put in an ag e when many ey es are raised no 
hig her than the navel of a belly dancer, we p re­ 
fer to think there is more to the world than 
WM*, narcotics, declining morals, sp iritual can­ 
nibalism, consuming hate, starvation, lawless­ 
ness and imp ending disaster.

WASHINGTON - It wiD become ap p arent 
q uite swiftly why this Is the season to relate one 
of the stwies the late John K« inedy loved to 
tell esp ecially fa the weeks sh« lly after he re­ 
turned fr« n his first summit 
conference in Vienna. 
As Jack Kennedy rep orted 
the incident, he had just g ot­ 
ten into a heated discussion 
over some p oint with the So­ 
viet’s erstwhile p remier when 
Nikita Khrushchev snap p ed; 
“You p ay too much atten­ 
tion in America to y our trade 
unions. You have a labor 
p r o bl e m in America. We 
Victor Riesel 
solved our labor p roblem in the Soviet Union 
back in 1921, a coup le y ears after we can to 
p ower.” 
“Well,” q ueried Mr. Kennedy , “how did y ou 
solve it?” 
“We shot all the labor leaders,” Khrushchev 
retorted. 
Jack Kennedy , with his characteristic g rin, 
relay ed the exchang e to Georg e Meany who has 
related it freq uently in the y ears since. 
The anecdote came to mind the other day 
when word came that one of Meany ’s closest 
friends and aUies inside labor would retire from 
the p residency of a larg e and influential uni« i, 
the AFlrCIO Retail Qo-ks Inltemational Assn. 
(RCIA). The “retiree” is Jim Suffridg e, friend 
and freq uent envoy of Prerident Johnson, inti­ 
mate of Hubol Hump hrey and one of the few 
nominal Rep ublicans in labw’s hig h c« nmand. 
But our “cairftalist” sy stem does better by la­ 
bor leaders than retiring them with deadly p er­ 
manence. 
Suffridg e, now 58, will retire on an annual 
p ension of some $50,000. Of this, $30,000 is the 
RCIA’s reg ular p r e s i de n t i a l p ension. In 
addition, the last national convention confirmed 
an additional annual bonus of $20,000 for life. 
Thus the chap , who many believed would mo 
ceed his friend, Georg e Meany , Is certain he 
wiH not need in our creaking society . 


BUT IN THIS SEASON of universal fraternity 
and g ood wUl to men, as Suffridg e moves to- 
wards becoming the Retail Clerk’s International 
President Emeritus, other instances of g eneros­ 
ity sp ring to mind. The case of another long ­ 
time coUeag ue of Suffridg e’s, a venerable labor 
leader by name of Georg e Harrison, also shows 
that American labor should have no g rip e 
ag ainst this society of corp orate cong lomerates, 
as s« ne labor research chiefs love to call it. 
When Harrison, easily one of lab« '’s three 
most influential p olicy maktfs, decided to re­ 
tire, he was p resident of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Clerks. In g ratitude for his services, 
one of the Brotherhood’s national conventions 
made him Oiief Executive Officer instead of 
merely p resident Emeritus. 
The new p ost, as is befitting , broug ht him 
$60,000 a y ear. An annuity g iving him $30,000 
annually for life was set up . Thus the retire­ 
ment sum comes to $90,000 annually . Khrush­ 
chev himself hasn’t d« ie that well in retira- 
m« it. 
Of course there are labor retirees (including 


some who were not so anxious to g o) not q uite 
as p restig ious. But they do wdl. Hw still cheru- 
bic-looking Dave Beck, now h ai^ y married, is 
entitled to almost $1,000 weekly . 
If Jim Hoffa p icks up his op tion desp ite his 
vile durance, he can g et $2,000 a week f« : life. 
Meanwhile, he is entitled to his $100,000 a y ear 
salary and exp enses. 
Not all those who have 1 ^ the sp otlig ht or 
are about to q uit front-stag e are doing so well. 
T h e r e is ^ver-haired, p ip e-smoking Dave 
McD(xiald, who once was p rerident of the Unit­ 
ed Steelworkess. Officially he’s now reduced to 
$500 a week for Hfe frmn his union but seems to 
be bearing up well at his hardship location in 
Pafan (firing s.

« rs now discuss with more comp assion and less 
heat than in the p ast. He is James Carey , his 
hair whiter now than his old curly blade locks. 
Jim Carey now is raising funds for the United 
Nations Assn. He’s rarely seen by his old 
friends. But he is c« nfortable, what with 
$12,500 annually fr« n the International Union of 
Electrical Workers which he once headed. 
Jim g ds a little, too, from the Induattial Un­ 
ion Dep t, which is a holdover from the old CIO 
day s when it p ut aside a g ovmiment saving s 
bond each week for its <^cers. This should 
bring Jim ab« it $50 weekly in addition to his 
other smal income and eventual p ension. 
And so it g oes witii the exes and emeriti at 
Oiristmas time. Old King Goal, white-haired 
86 -y ear-old Jdm Lewis can draw Ws $1,000 
weekly . Jimmy Caesar PefrlHo, 75 now, is en­ 
courag ed by the American Federation of Musi­ 
cians leader, Herman Kenln, to be active and 
travels about as the federation’s Civil Rig hts À- 
rector itt a $20,000 annual salary .

Reckoning Ahead 


A y ear o i reckwiing is the outlook for 19» . 
The American p eop le don’t know all the facto. 
When they do, they will insist that tiie flnancas 
of their g overnment be p ut in order. Otherwlae, 
devaluation of tiie dollar in terms of g cM win 
be inevitable. 
The truth is that in the current fiscal y ear the 
U.S. g overnment will have sp ent by Jtine 38 
$180 billion In cash. This rep resents a steady In­ 
crease since 1981— A total rise of more than » ■ 
p er cent. 
As p op ulation g rows, it is natural that ex­ 
p enses of g overnment will g o up , too. But what 
Is rdevant is that the g overnment is subsisting 
on borrowed money . 
It is easy enoug h to blame the Vietnam War. 
Yet the current budg et shows tiiat whila tiiera 
has be« i a rise o i 30 billion in military exp endi­ 
tures over the last seven y ears, the cash outlay 
for nonmiHtary p rojects — social welfare — Ku 
moved up by $51 billion. 


NOT ONLY has sp ending by the federal g ov­ 
ernment increased, but the cost of state 
a nd 
local g ovemments has risen by more than 
$30 billion. 
Ibis means that g ovemm« it exp enditures a t 
a n levels now amount to about $250 billion 
a 
y ear. The big q uestion is how Iwig this can be 
carried on larg ely with borrowed money and 
unbalanced budg ets. 
Sooner or later, p ublic confidence breaks 
down. Europ ean financiers today see weakness^ 
es in the dollar as a result of both a deficit In 
what is cafled the “balance of p ay ments” in 
imp « ! Md exp ort trade and in the luig e excess 
of exp enditures over receip ts in donEMtic g ov­ 
ernmental op erations. 
Federal revenues have g rown from $97 billion 
fa 1981 to more than $158 billion. But this has 
not been enoug h to balance budg ets. 
There have been « ily seven balanced cash 
budsrets in 38 y ears. 
Other countries are suffering from the same 
kind of financial instability , and that is why 
there is w« ry over the future of the dollar. If 
the dollar cannot stand the strain, other curren­ 
cies, too, win be adversely affected. 
The remedy doesn’t lie simp ly in an Increase 
in taxes — thoug h this would help . The p roblem 
is more closely related to the task 
ecMKuniz- 
ing so i» dority will be g iven to necessities. 
Commendable as are some of the p roject! 
being undertaken, many can be de ftt^ , be­ 
cause it is not absolutely imp erative to carry 
them out at this time. 
Governmental ag encies are tmder tremendous 
^ ssure to snend money for “social weMnre.” 
It is p olitically more difficult to reject luch de­ 
mands than it is to g rant them. 
Politicians realize that votes art to be ob­ 
tained by a flow of benefits to thdr comttitu- 
ents. Smneday , however, there has to be an ac­ 
counting and a p riority sy stem estabUshed. This 
is one of the hardest thing s for the fedval g ov­ 
ernment as well as state g ovemmenti to ae^ 
comp Ush. 
Will the crisis come in 1968? Will the dollar 
have to be devalued thoi? 


DISINTERESTED analy sts aboard are say ing 
that the dollar has a ftmdamental streng th 
which can be maintained for a long wMle. *1110 
dang er, on the other hand, is that the monetary 
units in other countries will b^in to weaken 
and this would in turn have a corresp onding 
imp act on the dollar. 
Under the circumstances, esp ecially with an 
election camp aig n comfag up , there will ^ to 
19 » a demand that the g overnment economize. 
But the chances of dofag so will be sHm until 
after the November election. 
If the United States can avoid a break in its 
dollar streng th between now and November, a 
realistic reconstruction of the budg et Is g oing to 
be necessary . It remains to be seen whether 
there will arise in both p olitical p arties enooti* 
members of Cong ress with the courag e to iiitttt 
that federal exp enditures be held down substan­ 
tially until the financial burden of the Vietnam 
War is removed. 
Nobody inside o r outside of the g overnment 
can g uess what the p ressures will be as the re­ 
sult of the weak« iing of currencies in other 
p arts of the wotW and as a cmseq uence of the 
g rowing effects of inflation at home. 
Wag es and p rices are beii^f steadily raised 
without any restraints imp osed by law. 
The outlook is for some decisive step s to be 
taken in 19 » .

The sound of Brubeck on the piano, interlaced 
with the sound of Paul Desmond’s saxophone, 
was to fill the land by the mid-'50s. To this day 
their followers could spot it through the clamor 
of 50 snarling tigers, 76 trombones and four ca­

Later, It became Brubeck. Desmond, Morello 
and Wright—Morello on drums, Wright on bass. 
That was all of IO years ago—an era in the 
shifting fortunes of musicians. 
The quartet now is breaking up The sound of

er sounds, some not half so easy to listen to. 
But however that may be in the final judgment 
of musical historians, it is dead certain that 
Dave Brubeck. along with Paul Desmond, will 
be credited with the courage and skill to liber­ 
ate musicanship masterfully. 
After them, nothing was the same Progres­ 
sive jazz had come to stay. A musician could 
put a theme in here, let it go round and round 
and finally come out here, barely recognizable 
but technically intact. As music goes, which is 
erratically In recent years, It was quite a feat. 


Auto "Pag Suspension Mandatory 


On Dec 14, a new Ohio traffic law went into 
effect. 
It* purpose is to protect the majority of 
Ohioans who respect traffic laws against a mi­ 
nority of scofflaws who disrespect them. 
The new law says any motorist caught driv­ 
ing in Ohio while his driver license is suspend­ 
ed shall be deprived of the tags for his car. 
The tags shall be impounded in The Ohio Bu­ 
reau of Motor Vehicles, along with the certifi­ 
cate of registration, and kept there until the 
motorist’s right to operate a motor vehicle has 
been restored. 
The effect of this law. if traffic court judges 
do not find ways to evade it, can be to ground 
scofflaws who chronically cause highway acci­ 
dents. 
Law-respecting motorists and their passen­ 
gers have a greater right to security on Ohio 


roads than motorists who sneer at the law by 
walking out of traffic court after their driver li­ 
censes have been suspended and driving home 
—■ and continuing to drive thereafter as if noth­ 
ing had happened 
For years, law-respecting Ohioans have been 
at the mercy of scofflaws on the state’s streets 
and highways — drunks and chronic wreckers 
driving on suspended licenses. 
Their licenses were suspended in the first 
place because these people menaced public 
safety. Yet, as long as they had wheels under 
them they couldn’t care less about suspension 
of their driver licenses 
The shoe now is on the other foot, where it 
should be used to kick scofflaws off Ohio high­ 
ways and keep them there until thev learn to 
respect the law.

Reckoning Ahead 


A year of reckoning is the outlook for 1968. 
The American people don’t know all the facto. 
When they do, they will insist that the finances 
of their government be put in order. Otherwise, 
devaluation of the dollar in terms o* gold will 
be inevitable. 
The truth Is that in the current fiscal year the 
U.S. government will have spent by June SO 
$180 billion in cash. This represents a steady In­ 
crease since 1961— A total rise of more than 80 
per cent. 
As population grows, it Is natural that ex­ 
penses of government will go up, too. But what 
is relevant is that the government is subsisting 
on borrowed money. 
It is easy enough to blame the Vietnam War. 
Yet the current budget shows that while there 
has been a rise of 30 billion in military expendi­ 
tures over the last seven years, the cash outlay 
for nonmilitary projects — social welfare — has 
moved up by $51 billion. 


NOT ONLY has spending by the federal gov­ 
ernment increased, but the cost of state and 
local governments has risen by more than 
$30 billion. 
This means that government expenditures at 
all levels now amount to about $250 billion a 
year. The big question is how long this can be 
carried on largely with borrowed money and 
unbalanced budgets. 
Sooner or later, public confidence breaks 
down. European financiers today see weakness­ 
es in the dollar as a result of both a deficit in 
what is called the “balance of payments” in 
import and export trade and in the huge excess 
of expenditures over receipts in domestic gov­ 
ernmental operations. 
Federal revenues have grown from $97 billion 
in 1961 to more than $158 billion. But this has 
not been enough to balance budgets. 
There have been only seven balanced cash 
budgets in 38 years. 
Other countries are suffering from the same 
kind of financial instability, and that Is why 
there is worry over the future of the dollar. If 
the dollar cannot stand the strain, other curren­ 
cies, too, will be adversely affected. 
The remedy doesn’t lie simply in an Increase 
in taxes — though this would help. The problem 
is more closely related to the task of economiz­ 
ing so priority will be given to necessities. 
Commendable as are some of the project* 
being undertaken, many can be deferred, be­ 
cause It is not absolutely imperative to carry 
them out at this time. 
Governmental agencies are under tremendous 
pressure to SDend money for “social welfare ” 
It is politically more difficult to reject such de­ 
mands than it is to grant them. 
Politicians realize that votes are to be ob­ 
tained by a flow of benefits to their constitu­ 
ents Someday, however, there has to be an ac­ 
counting and a priority system established. This 
is one of the hardest things for the federal gov­ 
ernment as well as state governments to ac­ 
complish. 
Will the crisis come in 1968’’ Will the dollar 
have to be devalued then? 


DISINTERESTED analysts aboard are saying 
that the dollar has a fundamental strength 
which can be maintained for a long while. The 
danger, on the other hand, is that the monetary 
units In other countries will begin to weaken 
and this would in turn have a corresponding 
impact on the dollar. 
Under the circumstances, especially with an 
election campaign coming up, there will be in 
1968 a demand that the government economize 
But the chances of doing so will be slim until 
after the November election. 
If the United States can avoid a break In its 
dollar strength between now and November, a 
realistic reconstruction of the budget Is going to 
be necessary. It remains to be seen whether 
there will arise in both political parties enough 
members of Congress with the courage to insist 
that federal expenditures be held down substan­ 
tially until the financial burden of the Vietnam 
War is removed. 
Nobody inside or outside of the government 
can guess what the pressures will be as the re­ 
sult of the weakening of currencies in other 
parts of the world and as a consequence of the 
growing effects of inflation at home. 
Wages and prices are being steadily raised 
without any restraints imposed by law. 
The outlook is for some decisive steps to be 
taken in 1968.

Hints from Helo ise

DEAR HELOISE: 
Is there 
any way to quiek-thaw frozen 
bread (without t o a s t i n g it) 
when y ou find y ourself in need 
of some in a hurry ? 
SANDWICH EATER. 


The method I use is to re­ 
mov e it from the deep freezer 
and whack or slam the whole 
loaf of bread two or three 
times on a doorstep 
(that’s 
what I use), or on the floor. 
The bread will div ide easily . 
Remov e as many slices as 
y ou need for immediate use 
and lay them out on y our dra in­ 
board. In about two minutes the 
the top side is thawed. Turn the 
slice ov er, wait another two 
minutes, 
then 
take 
it 
from 
there . . . 
I do suggest that y ou nev er 
remov e more slices than y ou 
need 
for immediate 
use. 
It 
stay s fresh longer to let it thaw 
in its own wrap p er. 
If y ou’v e got a bit of time, re­ 
mov e the wrap p er, wrap as 
much frozen bread as y ou need 
m foil and heat it in y our ov en 
The outside will be crunchy and 
Ihe inside soft just like grand­ 
m a used to make. Mmm good! 
Now, if y ou are talking about 
making sandwiches for p acking 
lunches, don’t ev en bother to 
thaw it. Make them on the fro­ 
zen slices of bread itself. You’ll 
find that ev en p eanut butter 
sp reads more smoothly without 
tearing up the bread.

ANSWER: Cheese is made from milk, which can be sep­ 
arated into two different substances, the liquid whey and 
the more solid curd. Lactic acid bacteria, put into the milk, 
help to start the separation. As the milk starts to ferment, 
rennet extract is added, the whey and curd separate and 
the whey is removed. It is the curd which will become cheese, 
through various processes of salting, pressing and curing. 
Variations in the cheese making process account for the dif­ 
ferent kinds. For example, cottage and cream cheeses are 
made by using lactic acid cultures to separate the curd, but 
are not ripened or fermented afterward. Cheddar or American 
cheese is a ripened variety which has been cured from 60 
days to two years. A shorter period makes it smooth and 
mild, a longer curing gives it a sharp taste. A penicillin mold 
put in the cheese, called Roquefort, gives the sharp taste and 
produces dark streaks. A very popular modern kind is pro­ 
cessed cheese, made of several kinds ground and blended 
together. It melts smoothly and is splendid for toasted cheese 
sandwiches
